If then thou ſeekeſt for any thing proper to the 
Bible, er Ecaleſiaſlicall ſtory, ſeeke in the Rems and I tue 
letter, which thou vſeſt to call the Zatine letterzand paſſe ouer 
thoſe in the Engliſt letter, for they concetne not thy purpoſe. 
Againe, if thou be a Grammer Scholler, or other, that woul- 
deſt finde ſomething onely concerning any prophane Author, 
ſeeke onely in the Engh/s letter, paſſing ouer the other, And 

becauſe I deſire breuitie, l haue omitted the Kings of ae, Z. 

£ypteAfria, &c. and the Prophets which wrote not, whoſe 

times thou mailt eaſily finde, by conference with the Tadger, 

and Kings of Iudab. And not that (y) alone ſtanding by a- 

ny number, (ignifieth (yeere.) Finally, my firft purpoſe in ma- 
king it, was for thy ſake that learneſt, reading. Therefore read 

them ſo often, vntill thou canſt runne them ouer as fall as a- 


ny other Eugliſb.
